The tax has been producing 
about $7,200,000 annually. 

The Governor, after the 
Mayor’s visit, did not indicate 
whether he would call a special 
session. Previously he had said 
he did not favor calling such a 
session unless the city’s need was 
of emergency nature. 

Existing authority to levy the 
tax, which furnishes about 20 per 


cent of the city’s general revenue, | 


will expire on July 17 unless new 
legislation is enacted. City offi- 
cials have stated that many regu- 
lar city services and functions 
must be curtailed if the revenue 
is lost. 

The Mayor did not disclose 
what was included in his request 
to the Governor, but yesterday he 
answered statements that the

2 "RUSSIA'S POWER 


Secretary Warns of ‘Cru- 
cial Tests’ — Belief Re- 
ported Reds Wil] Have 
Military Edge in Four 
Years. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
leaving for Europe, called on the 
nations of the West today to rally 
their forces with “utmost vigor” 
to meet the global challenge of 
Communism. 

“Free men and free nations 
everywhere will face increasingly 
crucial tests in the years immedi- 
ately ahead,” Acheson declared in 
a statement. 

The statement was Riven out 
shortly before Acheson left in 
the presidential plane, the Inde- 
pendence, for France and a series 
of diplomatic conferences there 
and in England in the next two 
weeks. President Truman was at 
the airport to wish the Secretary 
“bon voyage and good luck.” 

Acheson was scheduled to reach 
Paris tomorrow morning for talks 
with French Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman, and to continue 
to London Tuesday. 

Warns of “Crucial” Tests. 

After declaring that the imme- 
diate future will bring “increas- 
ing crucial tests’ in the Com- 
munist struggle Acheson added: 

“What we seek at London is to 
accelerate mobilization of the 
moral and material strength of the 
free world. The free world con- 
tains vast untapped moral and ma- 
terial resources. We must develop 
those reserves to the best of our 
ability. We should be doing so 
even if international Communism 
did not exist. As things are we 
must do so with utmost vigor. 

“These meetings will be impor- 
tant in themselves, but I believe 
they will be even more important 
in laying the basis for continuing 
concerted action in the future.... 

“I trust that from these meet- 
‘ings will come a new sense of 
community in the North Atlantic 
area.” 

Acheson said ihat Schuman, 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and he in their talks next 
week will “seek to develop con- 
certed action” in pursuit of what 
he called “our over-riding com- 
mon interests.” 

Scope of Discussions. 

The three foreign ministers, he 
said, will deal with problems in 
all parts of the world. As for 
the meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Council week after next, 
Acheson noted that it will be the 
first such session for discussion 
of the “political, economic and 
military problems involved in at- 
taining the objectives of the 
treaty”—that is, in strengthening 
the defenses of the West. 

Acheson declared he was “much 


with both Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress and by 
receipt of “invaluable assistance” 
from Republican advisers John 
Foster Dulles and John Sherman 
Cooper. ‘ 

He said preparations for the 
meetings have been of a com- 
pletely bipartisan nature. —

don are being held in the shadow 
of a prediction by the United 
States State and Defens. Derart- 
ments that by 1954 Russia will 
be in a position to overpower the 
United States. alone—both in 
atomic weapons and conventional 
arms.

President’s Proposals. 


The President's five proposals | 


are: 

1. Legislation to provide for 
the insurance on a self-sustain- 
ing basis of bank loans up to 
$25,000 repavable within five 
years. The President said the 
great bulk of such loans would 
probably be under $5000 but the 
authority should not be limited 
to that figure. 

2. Authorizing the Govern- 
ment to promote and charter 
national investment companies 
to provide equity capital and 
long-term loans for efficiently 
managed businesses unable to 
finance themselves  n reason- 
able terms through the orga- 
nized security markets. (These 
would be placed under Federal 
Reserve. supervision and would 
be established and owned by 
private investors and_ institu- 
tions. The Government, as in 
the case of national banks and 
federal savings and Joan asso- 
ciations, would enforce observ- 
ance of sound financial prac- 
tices.) 

For Easing Requirements. 

3. Authorization to the RFC 
to relax its collateral require- 
ments on loans to small busi- 
nesses, if management abili- 
ties and potential earnings of 
the borrower afford reasonable 
expectation of repayment. In 
addition, the President recom- 
mended that the present 10- 
year maximum maturity on all 
types of business loans be in- 
creased to at least 15 years. 

4. Authorize the Secretary of 
Commerce to establish a clear- 
ing house to collect, dissemi- 
nate and exchange scientific, 
engineering, and managerial in- 
formation. This was proposed 
to help smaller businesses to 
become more efficient. 

5. Responsibility for all but 
one of the programs be placed 
in the Secretary of Commerce 
to assure the most affective and 
co-ordinated direction of the 
aid program. Point No. 2 
would be under the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

In his message the President 
said: 

“Expansion of our economy is 
required to provide full markets 
-for the rising productive capacity 
of our factories and farms. It is 
-meeded to provide adequate em- 
ployment opportunities for our 
growing labor force. It is es- 
sential if we are to continue to 
play a strong part in working for 
peace.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Bravo to Ralph Coghlan for his col- 
umn on the Mayor’s Human Relations 
Council, and for Mr. Coghlan’s other ex- 
cellent articles in the field of human 
relations in St. Louis. He has done a 
splendid work in presenting facts, opin- 
fons and good advice. 

It has been suggested that if Mayor 
Darst does decide to make a reorgani- 
zation, he might consider a council of 
experts from each of the following 
fields: employment, education, recrea- 
tion, public accommodations such as res- 
taurants and the like, legislation, public 
relations, etc. The members would be 
people actively working, and recognized 
generally as leaders, in breaking down 
discrimination and segregation in their 
own businesses, labor unions, schools, 
etc. 

About 20 would be a good number 
for the council, to keep it small enough 
for efficiency and large enough for fair 
- yepresentation. Under each council 
member there would be a_e sub- 
committee of workers in each field.

Yielding to McCarthy? 


Maybe Senator McCarthy will come to be 


making charges right and left—for purely polit- 
ical purposes—and “ag soon as one of them is 
challenged, he makes a new accusation. 

More important than the McCarthy charges, 
however, is the President’s decision to yield at 
least to some extent to the pressure they have 
created. Since Washington’s day, Presidents have 
refused to turn over confidential material to Con- 
gress. The reasons for this have always been ob- 
vious, especially when the reputation and good 
name of individuals were involved. No doubt, 
Mr. Truman feels that, in this case, the loyalty 
files will help to refute McCarthy. It so happens 
that a House subcommittee of the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress had a look at 
these files. It could not find enough evidence 
against the individuals concerned to warrant 
even a formal report to Congress. 

The President, however, should be careful 
about letting this instance become a precedent. 
There must always be the greatest circumspec- 
tion, especially about the publication of the so- 
called “raw” files of the FBI. Every sort of wild 
report goes into those dossiers. 

A man’s enemy may maliciously report him to 
the FBI as a “subversive.” Investigation may 
show the charge to be groundless. Or an FBI 
agent, more zealous than astute, may pick up 
such “evidence” as a subscription to The New 
Republic, a donation for the relief of Loyalist 
victims of the Spanish civil war, or brief mem- 
bership in some reform organization subsequent- 
ly infiltrated by Communists. 

There are, unfortunately, people in this coun- 
try who seem to believe that membership in 
even the Civil Liberties Union is the equivalent 
of being, well, at least the personal secretary 
to one of the more influential membérs of the 
Politburo. And there are those who irresponsi- 
bly encourage such wild notions. They do not 
seem to care how they divide and harass the 
American people. 

The Administration, however, should use the 
utmost discrimination. The Government exists 
to protect the freedom and the good name of 
the citizens of the United States. And so, while 
it is to be hoped that the President’s decision 
will be a contribution to the further discrediting 
of Senator McCarthy, it should not get a pat- 
tern whose exploitation by rabble-rousers might 
lead to untold havoc. 
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Squeak of America 

The Voice of America, so Marquis Childs told 
the Missouri Bankers’ Association in St. Louis, 
is perhaps no more than a “squeak of America.” 
' The Post-Dispatch columnist did not mean to 
belittle the efforts of those who are working 
hard on our overseas broadcasts and foreign 
publications programs. He merely meant to 
suggest how little relatively we are doing in the 
face of a crying opportunity. There can no more 
be a vacuum of ideas than a natural vacuum of 
air. If democratic ideas are not effectively pre- 
sented abroad, totalitarian ideas will have the 
field almost by default. 

Senator Benton’s proposed Marshall plan of 
ideas is not an idle dream. It was seriously set 
forth and it should be seriously received. If the 
Connecticut Senator’s plan gets the kind of at- 
tention it deserves, Missouri bankers and a lot 
of other groups of citizens will need to explore 
its possibilities sympathetically. 
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New Peril to Ellen Knauff 


Will somebody in’ New York please tell Fed- 
eral Judge John J. Clancy what happened to the 
bill to admit Ellen Knauff to the United States? 
Apparently the Judge does not know that it 
passed the House of Representatives last Tues- 
day without so much as one Nay vote. For the 
Judge has now decided that this war bride of a 
combat veteran is not entitled to the protection 
of a writ of habeas corpus. If this protection is 
withdrawn, then she may be moved by the De- 
partment of Justice from Ellis Island and started 
back to Germany. 

But it is not only Congress to which Judge 
Clancy is shutting his judicial eyes. The Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals, which is superior to the 
district bench on which Judge Clancy sits, has

The Immigration Service has taken a licking 
in the eyes of the public for its high-handed 
procedure in the case of this war bride.

The Dixiecrat Defeat 


Regular Democrats have forced the Dixiecrats 
to haul down their standard in Alabama. Follow- 
ing the smashing defeat of Senator Pepper. in 
Florida, the Alabama victory should proyide the 
Truman Administration with some political con- 
solation, but not too much. 

The contests in Florida and Alabama were 
fought on totally different grounds. In Florida, 
Congressman Smathers developed a rabble-rous- 
ing campaign based on fear of Communism, dis- 
like of Negroes and opposition to anything “for- 
eign,” to all of which he arbitrarily attached 
the cause of Senator Pepper. Smathers is a lib- 
eral turned reactionary, and his nauseating cam- 
paign techniques were so successful that much 
of Florida turned with him. 

In Alabama, primary voters renominated Sen- 
ator But the principal struggle for powef 
occurred on a political plane well removed from 
the electorate, ‘The field was the Democratic 
State Executive Committee, which the States’ 
Righters had controlled following their bolt from 


Hill and Sparkman, party regulars captured at 
least 38 committee posts and left the Dixiecrats 
with 26 for sure. 

This swings Alabama's 11 electoral votes back 
to the Administration side, in a state which was 
an early Dixiecrat stronghold. Possibly the pro- 
fessional party leaders here showed an ability to 
meet the conservative rebellion on its own terms, 
but Alabama provided no test of the popular 
appeal of unabashed demagoguery. Florida did. 
And the trend of the Southern vote is still in 


‘doubt. 


Still on the Calendar , 
‘ One month has passed since the underworld’s 
bullets cut down Charles Binaggio in his Kansas 
City Democratic headquarters on Truman road.

3. During a sideshow inquiry into gambling, 
the Senate agreed by only one vote to permit the 
Kefauver investigation into crime syndicates such 
as the one which Binaggio represented. When 
does the inquiry start? 

4. Neither President Truman nor his Attor- 
ney General has ordered a federal investigation 
of the Binaggio-Gargotta murders, and ridiculous 
excuses for inaction have been offered. How 
ridiculous can they get? 

The Justice Department said the federal grand 
jury had no “jurisdiction.” No jurisdiction in 
the murders of two men whom it had subpenaed 
and intended to indict? 

Now the department refuses to order an FBI 
inquiry, for lack of “concrete evidence” that the 
killings were connected with the testimony of 
the murdered men. Does the department expect 
the killers to step forth uninvited, or does it in- 
tend to excuse itself for lack of evidence which 
it will not even permit the FBI to took for? 

Federal justice was obstructed. Federal wit- 
nesses were shot down. Will the Truman Ad- 
ministration let the underworld get away with 
bloody defiance of the Government?

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Housing Implies Schools 

Mayor Darst and the civic leaders who are 
planning urban redevelopment in St. Louis can 
profit from the advice of Anthony Campagna, 
builder who headed New York’s postwar school 
building program. 

In St. Louis this week, Mr. Campagna remind- 
ed the community that planning for housing 
should go hand in hand with planning for schools. 
The principle is self-evident, but often ignored. 
New York’s great Stuyvesant Town apartment 
project, for one, was built without adequate ad- 
vance provision for schools to take care of the 
population thus concentrated in a rebuilt area. 

When urban growth is planless and chaotic, as 
it has been in the past, the community cannot 
always calculate school needs in advance. Schools 
must be built where people are, and usually aft- 
er the people get there. 

A repetition of this process in the redevelop- 
ment of obsolete areas would be both costly and 
unnecessary. Sites fpr schools should be pro- 
vided along with sites for big housing develop- 
ments—all the more so when those develop- 
ments are planned for near-downtown areas 
where educational facilities are lacking and 
school sites not easy to come by. 

One thing is certain. Wherever large-scale 
housing is built, schools also will have to be 
built. Wise leadership will recognize that need 
far in advance, and insist that. every major resi- 
dential development carry with it a well-planned 
school development. ie 

To arrest decay and stimulate progress, the 


‘adventure in community planning on which St. 


Louis has embarked demands the fullest co-op- 
eration of all community forces.

_ A Lobbyist Escapes the.Lobby Law 


Former Congressman Slaughter was acquitted of failure to register 
under lobbying act, writer notes; Slaughter admitted working for 
of grain trade bill, but claimed he acted only as a lawyer; his case 
points to loophole for ex-Congressmen working influence business.

When former Representative Roger C. 


Slaughter was acquitted the other day of, 


failure to register as a lobbyist, a lush 
pasture was opened up to onetime mem- 
bers of Congress now capitalizing on old 
associations. The United States District 
Court in Washington has held, in effect, 
that the sole criterion of lobbying, in the 
case ofta person who claims to be acting 
as a legal counsel, is direct pressure :on 
members of Congress. 

Other activities, no matter how exten- 
sive, apparently do not count — and 
Slaughter’s activities on behalf of the grain 
trade were plenty extensive. Since few 
Congressmen like to 
admit that they have , 
responded to  per- fe 
suasion by mercen- - 
arily-inclined friends, 
difect pressure is al- 
most impossible to 
prove. 

Slaughter, as you 
may remember, once 
represented Kansas 
City in the House. 
Marked for “purge” 
by President Tru- 
man in 1946 becausé 
of his anti-Adminis- 
tration voting rec- 
ord, he was defeated : 
in the primary by Truman’s candidate, 
Enos Axtel. (‘Axtell himself was beaten 
by a Republican in the 1946 general elec- 
tion.) 

The circumstances of Mr. Slaughter’s de- 
feat brought charges of vote fraud in 
Kansas ,City, and the limitations placed 
upon the FBI investigation led to an in- 
conclusive and unsatisfactory result.

Cries of Persecution 


/ 


When prosecution was brought against 
Slaughter under the Lobbying Registration 
Act in the fall of 1948, immediately there 
were cries of “persecution.” Whatever rea- 
son there may be to believe that the 
Administration was not unhappy over 
Slaughter’s discomfiture, this correspond- 
ent is satisfied that the prosecution itself 
was non-political. At least, a federal 
grand jury thought enough of the evidence 
to indict Slaughter. 


Specifically the charges concerned 
Slaughter’s work to prevent ratification 
of the international wheat agreement, to 
defeat increased margin requirements on 
speculative trading, and to limit the re- 
newal of the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion charter. 

Slaughter stipulated in court that he had 
in fact sought te influence legislation on 
behalf of the grain trade of Kansas City, 
Minneapolis and Chicago. He admitted that 
he had been) paid for his services ‘and

Of what had these “legal services,” 
which brought Mr. Slaughter the not in- 
considerable fee of $43,000, consisted? On 
the surface, they included Slaughter’s tes- 
timony before the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee and the Joint Committee on the 
Economic Report, and his presentation of 
grain trade witnegses before the House 
Banking and Currency Committee, where 
the real dirty work was done. Significant- 
ly, one House bill adopted almost in toto 


* the language suggested by the grain trade. 


A Circumstantial Case 


The flaw in the Government’s case was 
that it was circumstantial. Among other 
things, it included a copy of a message to 
Slaughter from the president of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade leaving no doubt as 
to the importance attached to Slaughter’s 
activities. It included the record of 
Slaughter’s expenses of some $600 at the 
Mayflower Hotel on the day the CCC bill 
was before the House, after all testimony 
was ended. 

It also included a record of telephone 
calls made by Mr. Slaughter to some of 
the most influential members of Congress. 
Here it is reasonable to assume that the 
conversation did not concern solely the 
weather. 

Whether the court was right in disre- 
garding such evidence as unprovable— 
significantly, the case was heard without a 
jury—it is obvious that the main point is 
something else. Slaughter’s greatest utility 
to the grain trade was the fact that he was 
a former member of Congress and had 
floor privileges. 

He could easily contact former col- 
leagues under the guise of friendship. He 
also was exceedingly chummy with the 
chairman of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, Representative Jesse Wolcott. 


The Public Should Know 


The Lobby Registration Act of 1946 
states flatly that it covers direct or indi- 
rect efforts to influence the passage or 
defeat of legislation. The purpose of that 
legislation was not to proscribe or penal- 
ize lobbying, but to enable Congress to 
know what money is being spent to which 
ends and by whom. The act makes no 
explicit exemption for lawyers, and some 
of Washington's best-known legal represen- 
tatives have seen fit to register. 

lf now persons who may be the real 
kingpins of lobbying activities are exclud- 
ed from registration by court interpreta- 
tions, obviously there is a loophole big 
enough to drive a pack of pet bills through. 
Fortunately, the House Select Committee 
on Lobbying Activities, under Representa- 
tive Frank Buchanan, is looking into weak- 
nesses in the law. 


There is reason to hope that it will con- 
sider not only the relationship of lawyers, 
but also of former members of Congress.

That facts can be livelier and crazier, as 
well as stranger, than fiction is forcefully 
suggested by this collection of pieces. by 
Robert Lewis Taylor. Three of then! are 
short stories which would seem delicately 
dazzling in any company.

Asserts State Democratic 
Chairman Interceded 
for Friend Against Ex-

Start of work 4 the proposed 
extension of Delmar boulevard 


has been delayed for a year be- 
cause John H. Hendren, chairman 
of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, interceded with the State 
Highway Commission in behalf of 
a “friend” who is opposed to the 
original proposed route, Presid- 
ing Judge Luman F. Matthews of 
the County Court of St. Louis 
County said yesterday. 

Matthews made the statement 
at a hearing conducted by the 
County Court to hear the views 
of more than 100 residents of 
Ladue and Olivette, two commu- 
nities which would be affected by 
adoption of either of two proposed 
plans for extending Delmar from 
McKnight road in University City 
to Lindbergh boulevard in Oli- 
vette. 

Judge Matthews later told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
County Court was ready a year 
- ago to press for a start on the 
Delmar extension on an originally 
proposed route along the border- 
line of Ladue and Olivette. But 
Hendren, he said, “persuaded” 
the Highway Department to hold 
up the original plan and consider 
an alternate plan which would 
place the extengion in Olivette 
1000 feet north of the line the 
court approved. This, he said, 
caused the delay. 

“Hendren talked to every mem- 
ber of the Highway Commission 
and appeared before a hearing of 
record, which the commission

World Power Held by 2 Nations - 
Least Experienced, Says Publisher 


Arthur Hays Sulzberger of New York Times 
Finds Situation Not Without Danger 
— Speaks at Columbia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo.—Arthur Hays 
Sulzberger, publisher of the New 
York Times, views as “impressive 
and more than slightly alarming” 
the fact that the two nations that 
possess the power of decision in 
the world are the least experi- 
enced of the big states. 

“Moreover, the transfer of deci- 
sive world power to these states 
has coincided with a momentous 
development in the very nature 
of power itself . . . the develop- 
ment of atomic power which has 
added a terrible instrument to 
the arsenal of the immature,” he 
said. 

The New York publisher, along 
with Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the 
Houston (Tex.) Post and war-time 
head of the Women’s Army Corps, 
spoke at the annual 
which climaxed the University of 
Missouri's forty-first annual Jour- 
nal ism week here Friday night. 

Sulzberger said that America’s 
responses to new challenges has 
not been unworthy. 

Much Done Quickly. 

“No natioh in history has ever 
been asked to do so much in so 
short a time. No nation has ever 
assumed such responsibilities so 
fast. No nation that acts upan 
consent of its people has changed 
the traditions of its foreign pol- 
icy so fundamentally,” he said. 

“Other nations have assumed 


world roles, butt hey had genera- 


tions and even centuries in which 
to adjust their lives, while we are 
attempting to toughen ourselves 
and make the adjustment vithin 
the span of a few years.” 
Sulzberger said it takes but a 


tions treaty or a North Atlantic 
pact “But it takes much longer 


to put away traditions of a cen- 
tury.” ‘ 


As to the new responsibilities 
thinking 
and actions must change, Sulz- 
berger listed: . 
“We must not only seem strong, 
but be strong and mature.. 

“We must modernize our poli- 
cies in the field of international 
we must let our 
friends overseas earn the dollars 
they need (changing high tariff 
and custom procedures policies) 
or continue to give them the dol- 
lars. 

“Most immediately there is the 
question of national morale. We 
should try to do those things 
which help the country in conduct 
of the cold war, and refrain from 


the government in conduct of.this 
critical phase of foreign rela- 
tions.” 
Attacks on Public Officials. 
The New York publisher, with- 


‘out mentioning names, questioned 


whether it was proper in 1950— 
if it ever had been—for a senator 
to scatter charges against integ- 
rity and loyalty of public officials 
and “then ask others ot prove his 
charges.” 

“Such charges should surely be 
investigate@i carefully in private 
before they are thrown into the 
headlines of the world’s press,” 
he said. “There are ample pro- 
tections against star chamber pro- 
cedures, and it is of fundamental 
importance to our own people and 
to our friends overseas that we 
do not give a faise impression of 


division and instability to our po- 
tential enemies.” 

As to newspapers, Sulzberger 
noted increase in the last 20 
years in the “serious contest,” 
-and added that there is no substi- 
tute for the power of an informed 
democracy. 

“Those who have the facts can 
never be beaten by fascism even 
if it is disguised in red and en- 
crusted with hammers and sickles. 
It is information that makes us 
free; it is news that is of con 
cern to the lives of Americans,” 
he said. 

Basis of Special Privilege. 


Sulzberger questioned that 
newspapers were granted special 
privilege in the Bill of Rights on 
the assumption that*they would 


become instruments of entertain- 
banquet | 


ment. 
“Now I am not saying that 
news shall be dull,” he continued. 


“Important stories can be made 
readable and often dramatic. 
That is an effort to which we 
‘must increasingly devote our- 
'selves—to give the facts so clear- 
ly that even the casual reader 
will stop, look, listen, and under- 
stand. 

“It should not be forgotten that 
partisan editorials on foreign pol- 
icy are bound to create partisan- 
ship on the part of our legis- 
lators, for the influence of news- 
papers on politicians is greater 
than many of us assume. 

“A distinguished senator made 
a few remarks in private the 
other night on this subject. He 
said that most men who are 


elected to the House or Senate 


arrive in the capital with a de- 
sire to be fair, balanced, and un- 
partisan in their judgments and 
public statements about foreign 
affairs. He observed, however, 
that all too often these new legis- 
lators were forced to the conclu- 
sion that it was the flamboyant, 
the extreme statement, that got 
the attention rather than the 
carefully balanced judgment. In- 
evitably, he concluded, in order 
to get attention, the new legis- 
lators will start shouting like the 
rest. 
Mrs. Hobby Speaks. 

Mrs. Hobby, also a _ banquet 
speaker, recommended a “Socra- 
tic Oath” for every man or woman 
who goes to work for a news- 
paper to set a standard compar- 
able to the Hippocratic oath 
taken by physicians.

One of the commonest and 
most popular variations is to re- 
place half the flour with corn- 
meal. Muffins need a moderately 
hot oven. Time ef baking will de-

West opened the diamond jack: 
declarer put in the king from 
dummy and led a low trump. 
When East plaved the nine. South 
guessed correctly bv putting in 
the jack. West won with his blank 
ace and hammered away at dia- 
monds. South took the trick. drew 
East's now-blank queen of trumps, 
then led the ace of spades and 
low to the spade king. A spade 
ruff established two long cards 
in dummy; South simply returned 
to the trump ten and discarded 
both of his clubs. Thus, the rather 
conservative contract was made 
with three overtricks' 

Unquestionably, South found a 
good position of cards, but the 
most cursory analysis reveals 
that reasonable luck was all he 
needed for game. If he had to 
lose two trump tricks, he might 
find the club ace favorably placed; 
if he had to give up two clubs, 
he had a good chance to lose only 
one trump. Thus, there can be 
no possible doubt that the part- 
nership should have reached 
game. 

It was North's emphatically ex- 
pressed view that South's rebid 
of only two hearts was “down- 
right cowardly.” To this, South 
retorted that his high-card hold- 
ing had been quite inadequate 
for a jump rebid. “Why,” he said 
indignantly, “I only had three- 
plus honor-tricks, or, if you want 
to use point-count, only fifteen 
points aside from distributional 
values.” ’ 

These “distributional values” 
which South brushed aside so 
casually were the truly important 
feature of his hand! He had at 
least two full winners more than 
were needed for a simple rebid: 
hence, what possible danger could 
there be in rebidding three 
hearts? It would not even be 
absolutely forcing’
